As required by law, the undersigned have carefully exam- 
ined the accounts of the selectmen, town treasurer and col- 
lector of taxes for the past fiscal year. 

The accounts vf the selectmen and treasurer are correctly 
cast and well vouched. License fees for dogs however have 
not been collected within the time required. This tax or li- 
cense has decreased from $163 ov in 18y2 to $48.00 in Ig90T. 

The collector of taxes has collected substantially all of the 
tax assessed for Ig01, only $14.01 being unpaid and $14.15 
abated. Aresult not before achieved tor many years, and 
has promptly paid the same to the treasurer. The statute re- 
quires Io per cent interest to be collected on all taxes not paid 
on or before the first day of December, this has not been 
done, but the law 1s imperative and should be followed.

The Spring term of the Bayside school was taught by Miss 
Lilian R. Smith of Newmarket who held her scholars under 
excellent control, and gave them careful and thorough in- 
struction. The Board would gladly have retained her serv- 
ices, but she was offered what she regarded a more eligible 
positionelsewhere. The Autumn and Winter terms were 
taught by Miss Amanda L, Berry of Stratham. At first the 
teacher was embarrased by two or three cases of disobedience 
and unruly conduct, but was relieved by the voluntary with- 
drawal, or changed feelings and better deportment of the of- 
fenders. Miss Berry has shown a praiseworthy union of firm- 
ness and kindness inthe treatment of her scholars, and the 
Board have been gratified by her good success as a teacher. 
The number of scholars has been tweuty one, 11 boys and 10 
girls. 

The North school has been taught for five successive years 
by Miss Lillian Y. Chapman who has given full proof of her 
capacity and fidelity asateacher. Number of scholars twen- 
ty four, 13 boys and 11 girls. 

The Spring and Autumn terms of the South school were 
taught by Miss Helen L. Seavey who showed much skill and 
tactinthe government of the school and in her manner of 
teaching. She succeeded also in conciliating elements in 
the district that had been discordant. The Board were sorry 
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that Miss Seavey felt impelled to resign her office at Christ- 
mas, but were happy in securing forthe rest of the year Miss 
Gertrude Chapman who has well maintained her previous 
reputation for fidelity and success. Number of scholars, 
twenty two, rr boysand 11 girls. . 

The Principal of the High school is Miss Josephine A. 
Pickering. Toyether with natural talent and acquired 
knowledge Miss Pickering hasthat love of teaching which 
ensures success. Her mother, Mrs. M. E. Pickering, whoin 
former years has had much experience in teaching, has given 
valuable assistance by taking care of the classes in Arithme- 
tic, Algebra, Geography and Physiology, and we owe her a 
debt more than a vote ofthankscan pay. Her assistance has 
allowed time for more than usual attention to be given to 
supplementaryreading. Several masterpieces of American 
and British literature have been read aloud by the school, 
accompanied with questions and explanatory remarks by 
theteacher, It is hoped that inthis way a fondness for good 
literature may be developed which will bea source of much 
pleasure and profit in coming years. ‘To read and love to 
read good literature is a very important part of education. 
The boy or girl of fifteen years who has nota taste for books 
is lacking something that is very desirable. This taste 1s 
acquired by some in the home, but for many it must be ac- 
quired in the school; and we have our Public Library to grat- 
ify it when schooldays areover. Last June there were five 
graduates from the High school, 2 boysand 3 girls. In Sep- 
temnber there were eight whoentered it, 6 boys and 2 girls. 
The total number is twenty two, 14 boys and 8 girls. 


Parents havearight to express their opinions concerning 
the qualifications and character of those who have in charge 
the educational interests of their children. None can be 
more concerned in this matterthanthey; butthey should be 
careful not tosay anything which may tend to incite in the

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The trustees of the Weeks Public Library respectfully 
submit to the town their fifth annual report, 

At the present time there are 3005 volumes in the library, 
an increase of 342since our last report. They comprise 1799 
volumes of fiction, 120 vols. of biography, 285 vols. of his- 
tory, roo vols. of travel, 134 vols. of literature, 89 vols. of 
natural history, 114 vols. of poetry, and 364 vols. of religious 
and scientific works and books of reference. 

The library has been open every Wednesday and Saturday 
afternoon andevening during the year. Books have been 
taken out 5437 times, an average of 53 books each library 
day. The largest number of books taken out on any one day 
wasg95:thesmatlest,g. Ofthe books taken out, 5138 have 
been fiction, and 2y9 history, travel, ete. 

There have been presented tothe library during the year 
17 vols as follows: fromthe State, 5 vols ; Mrs. W.A. Peirce, 
2 vols.; John Hatch, 2 vols.; and one volume each from Rev. 
Edward Robie, M.O. Hall, N. P. Ordway,’ Tho’s P: Salter, 
Wm. P. Frink, Rochester Public Library, Mrs. Jus. HuiBrink 
and Miss M. A. Shea. In addition, Wm. A. Peirce presented 
the library with $25.00 with which 24 vols. have been pur- 
chased; not all of them being yet placed on the shelves.

We again urge upon the patrons of the library as much 
care in hindling the books as is consistent with their free 
use. Books must never be marked with pencil or ink, or the 
leaves turned down; and care used not to bend back the cov- 
ers. 

The library is muchinneed of additional shelf room, the 
two book stacks were designed to hold 2000 volumes, we 
have a thousand more, which causes much crowding and 
danger ofinjury tothe bindings. The trustees would have 
recommended the purchase of a new book stack like those 
now in use, but the cost seemed to be prohibitive, being $125 
foronestack. Itis thought that a sufficiently good set of 
shelves can be made that will cost but a small part of the reg- 
ular price and answer sufficiently well. 
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
